For fuppofe 401 Mem- 
bers then in the Houfe ; the Minority was 200, the 
Majority 201 ; the 200 were, toa Man, Tories} and, 
if we allow a Hundred Whigs in the Houfe, there were 
but too Zeries, who came into the mw Settlement ot 
the Crown ; and thefe, as we have all the Rea‘oa in

Havine thus fhewn, that there was no Change 
of Principles among the Tories at the Revolution, nor 
the leatt Merit in bringing it about, we fhall, in our 
next Difcourfé on this Subj-@, make it very evidear, 
that we have no Reafon to believe, they have fuffered 
eny Change fince: After which, we hall deduce 
fuch Inferences from thefe Reflections, as to’convince 
a'l unprejudiced Men among the Wuics, that upon 
their Union, depends the Prefervation and Security 0: 
the Liberties of Great Britain.
